(Previously Presented) A system as claimed in Claim 36, whert in the monitoring 
center is operable to receive reports from a plurality of networks each having at least one 
controller. 

38. (Previously Presented) A system as claimed in Claim 36, comprising a billing entity 
connected to the center. 

39. (Withdrawn) A revenue collection system for collecting revenu e for content passing 
through a network, comprising a network device located in a communicatio l path of the network 
and a monitoring center connected to the network device wherein the netwerk device is operable 
to detect a predetermined tag within content and to report the detection together with information 
identifying a sender and/or recipient of the content to the center, the center being operable to 

issue a reouest to a billing entity to carry out a transaction in relation to the f™4 

debiting an account of the sender and/or recipient. 

41 . (Previously Presented) A system as claimed in Claim 34, when in the infonnatiori 
includes a network identity such that the center issues the request to a billin ; entity responsible 
for the identified network. 

42. (Wilhdrawn) A revenue collection method for collecting revenue duo on 
predetermined content transmitted over a network comprising detecting the predetermined 
content in a path of transmission in the network with a network entity whict obtains at address 
of a sender and/or recipient of the content and requests a billing entity to cajry out a transaction 
in relation to the sender and/or recipient. 

43. (Withdrawn) A method as claimed in Claim 42, wherein the transaction comprises 
debiting an account of the sender and/or recipient. 
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44. (Withdrawn) A method as claimed in Claim 42, comprising pre liminarily 
determining which revenue from content is to be collected by associating a ag with the content 
prior to making the content available for transmission. 

45. (Withdrawn) A method as claimed in Claim 44, wherein the pr< determined content 
is stored on a data carrier. 

46. (Currently Amended) A method of transmitting a message inco rporating < ontent 
including an embedded tag from a terminal connected to a network using a network drvice along 
acnmmunication path. ki accordance with olaim 33 the method c omprising, obtaining content, 
placing the content and atag into a pay load portion of the message, and trai emitting the message 
over the network including the device. 

47 . (Previously Presented) A method as claimed in Claim 46, whei ein the coi itent is 
obtained by downloading from a server. 

48. (Previously Presented) A method as claimed in Claim 46, whei ein the content is 
obtained from a data carrier uploading from a player of the data carrier. 

49. (Previously Presented) A method as claimed in Claim 46, whei ein the message 
comprises at least one packet. 

50. (Previously Presented) A method as claimed in claim 49, wherrin the tag is 
embedded in the at least one packet. 

5 1 . (Withdrawn) A method of creating content for controlled discri ration over a network 
using a network device in accordance with claim 39 comprising, generating content, determining 
a right holder and updating a corresponding right holder record with information regaitling the 
content.
